gerous and debasing features. The Post- 
Dispatch’s ‘before-and-after’ cut of some 
of the players in the Yale-Harvard game 
was a terrible arraignment of the so-called 
sport. It was an object lesson which car- 
ried conviction with it. It is a matter of 
surprise to me that a me so un-Ameri- 
can as Rugby foot ball should find favor 
among our college boys, who are, as a 
rule, the children of — parentage. It 
seems to me that the President of a college 
who allows his charges to indulge in a 
sport which sometimes results in death, 
and is frequently attended by serious in- 
uries, is untrue to the trust imposed on 

im by their parents. It may be said in 
explanation that the boys wish to play the 
game. It would as much justification to 
urge that men want to settle their quarrels 
by duels. 

Missourians admire pluck, but they will 
not tolerate brutality. The heroes of the 
late civil war and the statesmen of to-day 
were not trained in a school of brutality. 
There was rivalry in college sports in my 
younger days, but never an approach to 
rowdyism. When foot ball or any other 
pastime reaches the 13 of pugilism, it 
must be classed with it on our statute 
books. It makes no difference whether 
twenty-two students or two prize-fighters 
are the participants, society should be pro- 
tected from indecent indulgence in savag- 
ery.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 4.—The iden-

The sedulous care with which the iden- 
tity of Mrs. Ross has been kept secret 
struck the presiding Judge here so forcibly 
that he plumply asked her counsel where 
she was. Jere Wilson, who was Madaline 
Pollard’s lawyer and who has only re- 
cently associated himself with Attorneys 
Avery and Wyman of Boston, as counsel 
for Mrs. Ross, rose in his place and said 
on his professional honor that to reveal 
her identity at this time would prejudice 
the case. No one in the court-room ex- 
cept her three lawyers knew who Mrs. 
Ross was, where she lived, or where she

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HAS PROVED A FAILURE. 


f 15 Under our present currency system, 80 
Far as it consists of notes issued by the 


United States Government, the volume of 
circulation was intended to be, and is, in 
fact, unchangeable; it is unalterably fixed 
at a certain amount, and no matter how 
great the emergency may be, it can 
Neither enlarged nor 
only part of the currency possessing m any 
degree the quality of elasticity is that is- 
sued N the national banking associations, 
and it is now generaily conceded, I believe, 
that in this particular, at least it has 
failed to meet the requirements of the 
situation at some of the most critical peri- 
ods in business affairs of the country. Its 
failure is due, in my opinion, to the 
principal causes: First, to the large volume 
of United States currency of various kinds 
kept constantly outstanding, making the 
contraction or expansion of the compara- 
tively small national bank circulation less 
effective than it would otherwise have 
been. Second, the difficulty and delay in 
procuring, and to some extent in relieving 
and retiring circulation. Thirdly and 
mainly, the provisions of the law which 
require the deposit of United States bonds 
to secure circulation and restrict the issue 
of notes to 90 per cent of thé par value of 
the bonds. With $900,000,000 in United States 
notes, Treasury notes of 1890, silver certi- 
ficates and gold certificates, besides about 
$625,000,000 in gold and silver coins con- 
stantly outstanding, none of which can be 
lawfully retired. by the Government with- 
out the substituting of other currency in 
its place, the national bank notes, which 
amount to only $207,500,000, or about 12 per 
cent of the whole, cannot exert a very ef- 
fective influencé upon the volume of out- 
standing currency at any time, especially 
sat times when large contractions or ex- 

ns are most needed. But the at- 
est difficulties are encountered, and the 
national banking system .as now organ- 
ized, is least effective when the business of 
the country demands quick expansions of 
the currency to meet sudden emergencies. 

In addition to existing obstructions to the 
prompt increase and decrease of circulation, 
the ninth section of the act of 1 7 
which provides for the extension of the cor- 

orate existence of national banks, express- 

y prohibits them from n notes 
to a greater amount than $3,000, in the ag- 
gregate per month, and advocates that no 
5 which made a deposit of lawful money 
in order to withdraw its circulation shall 
be permitted to make any increase in its 
circulation for a period of six months there- 
after. These provisions are so manifestly 
in conflict with the dictates of sound pol- 
icy that they require no comment. 

THE SECRETARY’S PLAN. 

In view of the foregoing considerations, 
and many others that might be urged in 
favor of a reorganization and reformation 
of our paper currency system, I have pre- 


ared the outlines of a plan which, in my 
— will relieve the Government to a 
great extent from the burdens now imposed 
Upon it, secure within a reasonable time a 
safe and elastic national and State bank cur- 
rency, and result ultimately in the perma- 
manent retirement of United States tender 
notes of both classes.

all the conditions imposed, will enable those 
officials to adopt such measures as may be 
necessary in each case to secure every 
material fact involved in the inquiry. 

It will be observed that the plan submitted 
roposes the repeal of allprovisions of exist- 
ng laws which require national banks to 

hold a fixed reserve against. deposits, and, 
as this is a departure from the practice 
which has prevailed continuously for more. 
than thirty years, it is proper to state 
briefly,the reasons which have prompted nm 
to make this suggestion. When the nation 
banking system was ginally authorized 
it was regarded by many as.a doubtful ex- 
periment at first, and various precautionary 
restrictions were imposed for the security 
of the note holders and depositors which 
practical experience has since shown to be 
unnecessary and sometimes harmful. 
Among these are the requirements that 
bonds shall be deposited to secure 90 per 
cent of their par value in circulating notes 
and that a fixed reserve, which can not be 
lawfully diminished, shall be held on ac- 
count of deppsits. The consequence of this 
last requirement is that when a bank 
stands in need of all its resources it can not 
use them without violating the law. The 
necessity for holding a _ sufficient reserve 
against deposits is not questioned, and, in 
fact, the business of receiving deposits and 
discounting paper ought never to be con- 
ducted without it, but it should be held 
for actual use when the occasion arises and 
not made legally inaccessible at the very 
time it was theoretically to be beneficial 
in sustaining the credit of the bank and 
affording reiief to its customers. Under 
the present law, when a bank finds its re- 
serve in danger of reduction below the 
legal requirements, on account of the de- 
mand of its depositors, it is compelled at 
once to call in its loans, thereby increasing 
De distrust and aggravating the situation 
which judicious use of the reserve would 
have relieved; and besides, at such times, 
in order to protect the reserve, which is 
then practically useless for all practical 
urposes. clearing house certificates, var- 
ous forms of time checks and bills and 
other devices, of doubtful legality are habit- 
ually resorted to for the purpose of 
supplying circulation to take the place of 
lawful money lying idle in the vaults of 
the banks. To provdie for a reserve which 
can not be utilized even at a time Of the 
greatest ptr oe | and distrust without 
incurring the penalties of forfeiture, affords 
a most striking illustration of the impoalicy 
of legislative interference with the natpral 
laws of trade and finance. It is not the 
duty or province of the Government to con- 
trol or regulate the private affairs of the 
people, except for certain well defined pur- 
oses, and as the custody and use of funds 
longing to depositors are matters which 
1 gee Pe Ft — the immediate 
5 ey shou e left to t 
judgement and dtscretion. N 
DUTY OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

The duty of the government, so far as it 
has any duty in the premises, is simply to 
provide that all the currency issued under 
its authority is sufficiently secured to pre- 
vent its loss or depreciation in the hands 
of the people, who are compelled to receive 
and pay it out in the transaction of busi- 
ness; but a bank is not dependent upon 
the government for authority to receive 
deposits, and its use for that purpose by 
the public is as purely voluntary as the 
credit extended to any other corporation 
or to a private individual. 5 

Every prudently managed bank is left free 
to conduct its own deposit and discount 
business in the manner most advantage- 
ous to its own interests and the interest of 
its depositors will keep on hand a reasonable 
reserve to meet not only all ordinary de- 
mands upon it, but to provide for such 
emergencies as are Hable to occur in the 
community where it is located; but it ought 
not to be prohibited by law from using 
such reserve for the only pares. it was 
designed to accomplish. The requirement 
that the banks shall pay their own obli- 
gations imposes upon them no greater hard- 
ship than is imposed by law upon every 
other business and financial institution in 
the country, and the only argument that 
can be plausibly urged against it, in the 
cuse of the banks, is that, as the govern- 
ment has undertaken through their agency 
to secure a sound circulating medium, it 
should pledge its credit to keep it good un- 
der all circumstances. 

The conclusive answer to this is that the

The fact that our circulating medium is 
com of so many different kinds of 
currency would seem to require the enact- 
ment of such legislation as will provide a 
place in Which each can be safely and con- 
veniently used, and as this can be done 
withqut discrimination ainst any of 
them it ought not to be omitted from any 
plan which proposes permanent changes in 
the system.

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REVENUE REFORM. 
On the subject of revenue reform, the 
Secretary continues: 
If this country is to utilize to the fullest 
extent the opportunities offered by its geo- 
graphical position, natural resources and 


the mechanical skill and commercial enter- 
—5 of its people, it must adhere stead- 
astly and aggressively to the revenue poli- 
cy inaugurated by the present Congress at 
its last session. The reduction of taxa- 
tion to the lowest point compatible with the 
collection of a revenue sufficient to main- 
tain an efficient public service is a duty 
which upon the plainest principles of jus- 
tice every government owes to its citizens 
under all circumstances; but when the tax- 
ation is imposed in such form and at such 
rates as to increase the cost of living and 
obstruct the processes of industry and 
trade, this duty becomes still more impera- 
tive, and a failure to discharge it when the 
ower exists,is a gross violation of the pub- 
ic trust and confidence. 

For many years our tariff laws have been 
framed upon the theory that the wealth of 
the country could be increased by imposing 
burdens upon the people, and that the pros- 
pars of our industries could be promoted 

y increasing the cost of production, and 
the result has been that net profits of la- 
bor and capital constantly diminished un- 
til they reached a point which made further 
development of our resources almost im- 
possible. But little opportunity was afford- 
ed for the extension of our manufacturing 
and mechanical industries, or for the 
growth of our trade at home or abroad, 
and thus the farmers and other producers 
of the country were confronted by a situa- 
tion which compelled them to receive di- 
minished rewards for increased production. 

A change was demanded by every consid- 
eration of public duty and private interest, 
and, — 1 recent legislation did not ac- 
complish all that was expected or desired, 
it inaugurated a policy which it is hoped 
and believed will ultimately result in a 
great improvement in our industrial condi- 
tion and a corresponding enlargement of 
our international and internal commerce. 
In the prosecution of this policy no tem- 
porary character or apparent diversion of 
the public mind to other subjects should be 
permitted to diminish our confidence in our 
financial success or weaken our determina- 
tion to maintain a consistent adyocacy of 
its claims to the favorable consideration 
of the people. On the contrary, reverses 
should stimulate increased efforts and every 
movement hereafter made should be a step 
forward in the direction of freer trade and 
more equal distribution of the rewards of 
industry. 


FREE RAW MATERIALS. 

The raw materials used in the production 
of commodities for the use of people in 
their homes and in their various indus- 
trial pursuits should be free from taxation 
in order that the burdens of labor may be 


lightened, the opportunities for employment 
increased and necessaries of life made more 
abundant and less expensive. If our indus- 
tries are to be profitably conducted, reduced 
cost of production must precede or accom- 
pany reduced price of the finished product, 
and as cheap commodities increase con- 
sumption, the interests of all classes will 
be promoted by removing the obstructions 
which deny our skilled laborers and arti- 
sans access to the world’s store of raw ma- 
terials. 

The late act, while it places upon the free 
list a considerable part of most import 
raw materials used in our manufacture, 
left iron and lead ores and bituminous 
coal, together with several other articles 
of less consequence, still dutiable, thus not 
only failing to put in force a consistent sys- 
tem of revenue reform, but leaving some of 
our most valuable industries at a great 
disadvantage as compared with their rivals 
differently located. 


WHAT IS SAID OF IT. 


Opinions ef English and American News- 
papers em Carlisle“ Plas. 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Times thinks Sec- 
retary Carlisle's plan is probably the best 
devisable under the circumstances. The 
prospect of carrying any currency reform 
in the present Congress is rather hopeless, 
but the fact that the shrewd menagers of 
New York banks helped the Treasury by 
subscribing for the gold loan shows they 
still hope that Congress will listen to 


reason. If it does not, the American people 
are within a measurable distance of being 
forced into adopting a silver standard 
whether they wish to do go or not, for the 
Treasury's gold can not again be replen- 


hed. 

The Standard thinks that the framers of 
Secretary Carlisle’s proposals in gazing into 
the distant future take too little into ac- 
count what may happen in the ‘meantime. 
How will the plan put cash into the Treag- 
ury to meet the various present and future 
demands. Gold reserves in the Treasury 
can only be replenished without risk by 
changing the budget deficits into surpluses 
and accumulating these surpluses into gold. 
Secretary Carlisle’s proposals are weak and 
impolitic. America does not want more dis-

onest money—gold, if possible, and silver if 
gold can not be afforded. Mr. Carlisle’s pro- 
osals are a virtual admission that the 
emocrats do not dare to meet the cur- 
rency problem squarely. 
AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS.

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TURKISH ATROCITIES. 
Further Details ef the Herrible Masaa- 
ere of Armenians. 

LONDON, Dec, The Times, which has 
hitherto been skeptical regarding the Sas- 


soun outrages, to-day makes a great feature 


of the atrocities, devoting four columns to 
the Armenian matter. In a general sum- 
mary it says it has confirmation outside 
of patriotic Armenian sources sufficient to 
prove that the sports of rapine and murder

o paper prints an explanatory article 
on the Armetian question and a letter from 
Dr. Thermain, dated Nov. 4, reproachin 
the Times with indifference to the oppr 
rmenians. 

The letter recounts the late atrocities and 
declares that the Turkish commission ap- 
2 to inquire into the outrages is in- 

ended to throw dust into the eyes of Eu- 
rope. Dr. Thormain appeals to the Powers 
for an independent inquiry. 

dispatch to the tee, Gated Athens, 
Greece, reads as follows: Additional details 
concerning the atrocities perpetrated upon 
Armenian Christians in Asia Minor were 
learned from a party of refugees who ar- 
rived here after a journey full of hardship. 
This party of Armenians is the first that 
has escaped from the districts where the 
massacres occurred, and it is believed that 
even worse remains to be told, as the hor- 
rors recorded are understood to have lasted 
for a long time after this party fled. Most 
of the persone who told their stories to-day 
escaped from Moosh, Bitlis and Sassoun, 
taking with them what little they could 
carry, and making their way with the 
eatest difficulty to the Russo-Turkish 
rontier, and going to Erivan and Etchmi- 
adzin. Several Armenian women escaped 
from the villages with this party, but when 
near Erzeroum they died from the effects 
of the saber owunds inflicted upon them 
before their escape. 

For about eighteen months the Armenians 
say, the province of Sassoun has been sur- 
rounded by Turkish troops and nobody has 
been allowed to enter it or to leave. bout 
four months ago the Turkish authorities 
learned that the inhabitants of Vartemis, a 
village outside the frontier of Sassoun, were 
sending for the necessaries of life to the 
village of Dalvorig. Such communication 
between the two villages bein prohibited, 
the Turks massacred nearly all the inhab- 
itants of Vartemis. This was the second 
massacre to occur. The first took place 
about a year ago. 

One of the refugees, a man named Khad- 
ik, states that his uncle and aunt were 

oth killed, the latter being violated pre- 
vious to being put to death. An Armenian 

riest named Kevont was killed for refus- 
ng te celebrate Turkish rites in his church 
at Vartemis. The villiage contained 325 Ar- 
menian houses before the Turks attacked 
it, but when the fugitives left only twenty- 
five houses remained standing. 

Dalvorigg, it appears, is the largest vil- 
lage in the province of Sassoun, and its in- 
habitants, when they learned of the hor- 
rors perpetrated by the Turks at Vartemis, 
attacked the Turks on the frontier. The 
Turkish commander eventually sent twelve 
soldiers into Dalvorigg to learn what had 
occurred. The Armenians, filled with indig- 
nation at the atrocities committed by the 
Turks at Vartemis, attacked this detach- 
ment of Turkish soldiers and put them all 
to death. 

When the Turkish commander heard of 
the death of his soldiers he determined upon 
avenging it in the most bloody manner pos- 
sible. A strong force of Turkish troops was 
sent to the village, with artillery, and the 
massacre begun. 

Selo, the Bey of Initzoun, a Kurd, with a 
defachment of Kurdish cavalry, went with 
the Turkish soldiers to the village of Semal 
and forcibly took the Armenian priest from 
his church, after disgustingly defiling the 
sacred vessels and tying the priest’s hands. 
Then they bound him on a donkey, which 
they drove a distance of a few yards. The 
soldiers then fired at the priest and killed 
him and the beast he was bound to. 

In the same village the Turkish soldiers 
entered an Armenian house and violated a 
woman and her daughter, the latter being 
14 years of 3 From this village Selo 
forcibly took eight Armenian girls and sent 
them to his harem at Initzoun. 

Further atrocities were committed by the 
Turks at the village of Keliehusen. Before 
dawn this place was surrounded by soldiers, 
and while the inhabitants were still asleep 
it was set on fire. The brutal soldiers en- 
tered the residence of a. man named Arakel, 
who was asleep with his wife, and tortured 
them both internally in a terrible manner 
with red-hot irons. , 

At Kelihusen the soldiers killed the Ar- 
menian priest, patos. He, with twenty 
other inmates of a house, were burned to 
death, the soldiers preventing anybody from 
escaping from the burning dwelling. The 
chie? of the village of Cheneg was captured 
by the soldiers and bound to his two 
daughters. All three were then scalded to 
death with boiling’ water. A detachment 
of twenty-five regulars of the Turkish 
cavalry, after committing inexpressible hor- 
rors at the village of Sehghank, went to the 
village school and ravished the girls found 
there. The cavalrymen then devastated the 


building. 

Ibo Bey, a notorious Kurd brigand of 
the village of Djibran, and a Colonel in 
the regular army, went with a detachment 
of Turkish troops to the Armenian villages 
of Bahlou, Hatezgent and Komk, and at 
each place they committed every crime pos- 
sible. After driving out the men they col- 
lected the female children of Bahlou to- 
gether, about 200 in all, and after ravishin 
them they killed them all with swords an 
guns. After this massacre the Turkish sol- 
dters regaled themselves with wine and 
whatever else they could find in the vil- 


lage. 

The Kurdish regular troops from Kizan 
and Bahran entered the Armenian villages 
of Allanozig and Aghtega, killed the inhab- 
itants, and wrecked their houses. The num- 
ber of villages devastated in this manner 
is said to be over thirty-two. The Armen- 
jans fled in every direction, but many of 
them were captured by the Turkish yon 
before they could get away, and were taken 
to prison.

FEET AT LOW WATER, 


. 


Mej. 0. J. Allen et the Engineer Corps. 
Discusses the Method to Be Pursued 
im Securing and ‘Maintainizg a Sait- 
sble Depth Betweenthe Mouth of the 
Ohte and Missouri Rivers. 


The bill for an appropriation to continue 
improvements in the Mississippi River, 
which will soon be introduced into the 
present Congress, is one of utmost impor- 
tance to residents in thie section of the 
country. According to Maj. C. J. Allen of 
the Engineers’ Corps, who has charge of 
the improvements in the Mississippi from 
the Missouri to the Ohio Rivers, the project 
for improving the river in his district con- 
templates reducing the width of water- 
way at standard low water to 2,500, with a 
view to giving a depth of 8 feet at that 
stage of water. At present the water has 
fallen to such a low ebb as to render navi- 
gation at certain points wholly impossible, 
and to remedy this evil and guard against 
it in the future it is proposed to increase 
the depth by forcing the volume of water 
to flow through a narrower ‘channel. A 
good commencement in this direction has 
already been made. 

THE APPROPRIATION IN 1892. 

In 1892 Congress placed this improvement 
in the Sundry Civil bill, thus taking it out 
of the River and Harbor bill, which had, 
for a number of years past only been passed 


— — waite <ne Sundry Civil bill is 
considered annually. 
In 1892 Congress appropriated $500,000 for 
improving the Mississippi between the 
mouths of the Missouri and Ohio rivers 
and also provided for three subsequent an- 
nual approprations of $758,000 each. Two of 
these appropriations have been made, viz., 
one in arch, 1898, of $658,000, which was 
$100,000 short the regular appropriation, 
and one in A st last of the full amount. 
On account of the shortness of the season 
after August but a small portion of this 
appropriation was used. Preparations for 
active work next spring, however, are 80 
far advanced that the balance will probably 
be expended by the close of the fiscal year. 
June 30, 1596. 
SNAGGING THE RIVER. 0 
In the annual report forwarded to the au- 
thoritles in Washington last July by Major 
Allen, he outlined the necessary improve- 
ments to be made in the channell and asked 


that the proper appropriation for it and. 
also the appropriation for snagging the 
river be made. 

The snagging is done by means of two 
powerful iron-hull snagboats which are 7 
erated under an act of Congress of 1888, 
making a standing appropriation for that 
work. The estimates for these works are 
always referred to in the annual reports of 
operations by the engineer in charge which 
evontually go to Congress. 

Both Congressinen Joy and Cobb have an- 
nounced that in their opinion a number of 
other improvements are needed in the river 
in this vieinity and have signified their in- 
tention of making a strong fight to secure 
appropriations for them. 


TALKED OF BOYCOTT 


Retail Grocers Discuss Dry Goods 
Houses Which Sell Groceries. 


At the last meeting of the Retail Grocers’ 
Association the question was agitated as to 
the advisability of levying a boycott upon 
the large dry goods stores of the city which 
also make a business of dealing in grocer- 
ies, which, it is said, they sell at greatly re- 
duced prices from those quoted by the 
regular grocers. After considering the ques- 


tion for some time the associati decided 
to abandon any such move, on the grounds 
that it would be impracticable. 

When asked what he thought regarding 
the advisability of such a move, Jacob 
Furth, President of the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, said that the word “boycott” 
did not appear in the dictionary of the or- 
ganization of which he was the presiding 
officer and that from his observations any 
such action, instead of injuring those par- 
ties against whom it was directed, only 
tended to help them. 

„There is no doubt, though,“ he said, 
“but that the large department stores of the 
city are doing the retail grocers a vast 
amount of injury in selling groceries at the 

rices they advertise. In some of these 
arge stores you find nearly every line of 
trade represented, but the 8 seem 
to have picked out grocerſes as leaders or 
a bait by which to attract the crowds into 
their stores. They advertise these goods 
at either cost or perhaps a little below it. 
Their idea in doing this is to get the masses 
into their establishment, thinking that 
those who take advantage of the bargains 


they may desire from their other depart- 
ments, imagining they are Betting those 
goods, also, correspondingly low. Any per- 
son with common sense knows that busi- 
ness is not conducted purely cn philan- 
thropic principles and that in order to be 
successful a man must make a profit in his 
sales, so where you see these big stores ad- 
vertising groceries at cost you may be per- 
fectly sure they are making up for the loss 
thus incurred in some other department. 
By doing this the consumer is in no 3 
benefited if he patronizes the several de- 
partments of these stores. He may, for in- 
stance, get six bars of soap for where 
he would only get five bars at a regular 
grocer’s, but he is sure to be charged 
enough extra in some other department 
to more than balance this difference. 

„The only way for the consumers to be 
directly benefited by these stores which ad- 
vertise such low prices is to only 1 
the department in which these its are 
thrown out and go to the regular clothing, 
dry goods and jewelry establishments when 
they desire goods in those lines.“

Only a few months 
ago this poor woman, was living in com- 
fort supported by her husband. It needs 
but a poor imagination to picture her dis- 
tress and harrassment when this support 
‘was withdrawn while she lay helpless with 
a young babe. The blasts of winter will be 
tempered to those shorn lambs by the care 
of the Needlework Guild. Another widow 
bears the burden of the support of an ‘infirm’ 
mother and three children between the ages 
of 12 and 5 years; another a 13-months-old 
baby and four other children under 10 years 
of age.

The Guild last year supplied to forty-five 
eleemosynary institutions, including the City 
Hospital, Provident Association, Bethesda 
Home and all the orphans’ homes and city 
missions, articles similar to those named 
above, besides carrying happiness directly 
to scores of homes.

FILLED IT FREE. 


Druggist Boone Sued for a Mis- 
take in a Prescription. 


As stated in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch, a 
civil suit for $5,000 was filed Monday after- 
noon before the Circuit Court by W. 8. 
Whittaker, through his attorney, H. M. 
Dalton, a lawyer in the Wainwright build- 
ing, against U. 8. Boone, the druggist at 
Twelfth and Olive streets. The damages 
are asked as a fair compensation for the 
injury he alleges was done his health 
through a prescription which he claims was 
improperly filled out in Mr. Boone’s drug 
store. The points of the case are these: 

Early last August Whittaker was taken 
ill and went under the care of Dr. J. C. 
Larsen. On the 27th of August Whittaker, 
being about ready to leave St. Louis on a 
business trip, had Dr. Larsen examine him 
again and make out a prescription, using a 
private formula, recommending him to get 
it filled out at the drug store attached to 
the Barnes Medical College, with which 
college the physician is connected. 

Havin no. money, Whittaker had a 
friend, Harry Ritchie, a druggist, now out 
of business, who lived in the same house 
‘with him at Twelfth and Pine streets, get 
the prescription filled out at Boone’s drug 
store, where Ritchie is well known. 

Whittaker departed from St. Louis that 
evening with the medicine. On his return, 
several weeks after, his throat was badly 
swollen, his face and body covered all over 
with red spots, and he was in a pitiful and 
unpleasant condition. Without losing any 
time he immediately went to Dr. 14 
who seemed 132 tem him that he ha 
certainly not taken what the pr ription 
called for.] Whittaker then related to his

Would an early afternoon fast train 
service do our business any good? Of 
course it would,” said F. W. Brockman of 
the firm of Brockman & Trauernicht, com- 
mission merchants. “It would do good to 
any business, but especially to the com- 
mission business, This doing business at 
long range with your own neighbors isn't 
We want to be close to 
our customers and an early afternoon train 
service would bring us much closer. St. 


Louis has been a jumping-off place and 
transfer station long enough. An early 


_ afternoon fast train service is the first step 


in the right direction.“ 

There are two things in this brief opinion 
of Mr. Brockman's which seem to be espe- 
cially true. One is that it isn’t the proper 
thing to be doing business with people in 
the immediate vicinity of St. Louis at long 
range. The other is that St. Louis has 
been simply a transfer station long enough. 
These are the very things which all the 
advocates of the early afternoon fast mail 
and passenger train service have claimed 
it would relieve ever since the matter has 
been agitated. But few of them have put 
it in so forcible and terse a manner as Mr. 
Brockman. In giving this opinion Mr. 
Brockman also said that St. Louls was the 
only city of any size in the country where 
such a condition of things existed. 

“Chicago don’t have things this way, and 
the fact that Chicago has always had the 
best of local train service is one of the 
reasons why it has always been so well 
advertised. St. Louis always seems to get 
the worst of everything.“ 

BUSINESS INTERESTS BENEFITED. 

Mr. Brockman is a go-ahead citizen and 
is well known to be energetic in anything 
that is to the best interest of St. Louis. 
As President of the School Board he has 
brought about several needed changes and 
in his business relations he is just as anx- 
ious to push old fogy ideas out of the, way. 
So that his opinion on the early afternoon 
fast train service carries much weight. 
Merchants as a rule do not like to do busi- 
ness at long range. They like to have their 
customers come in and see them fre- 
Of course the most of the jobbing 
business is done through the mail and the 
early mail service would aid in dispatch- 
ing this. But merchants like to have their 
customers run into town occasionally and 
call upon them. Little differences are con- 
tinually arising in business and more of 
these can be disposed of in fifteen min- 
utes’ conversation than in a long series of 
letters. 

Then, too, it is more satisfactory to both 
parties to do business when personally 
acquainted. Were there an early afternoon 
fast train service these outside correspond- 
ents in the near-by territory could run in 
frequently. They would probably buy only 
small bills on such occasions, as they come 
in once or twice a year and make a long 
stay and buy their big bills, but if they 
could get home in time for supper, with 
rates as cheap as they are, they would 
come to town frequently and would be bet- 
ter satisfied and do more business. 

The commission business is an important 
and extensive one in St. Louis. The testi- 
mony of Mr. Brockman that an early aft- 
ernoon fast mail service would help the 
commission business is almost reason 
enough in itself to necessitate its inaugura- 
tion. But when it is considered that the 
commission business is only one out of a 
dozen businesses at least which would be 
directly benefited, then the necessity for 
the early afternoon fast mail service be- 
comes most conspicuous. 

WOULD BE PROFITABLE. 

And where there is a need for increased 

ein facilities there is not nor ever can be 
the slightest question of such a service be- 
ing not only self-supporting but profitable. 

And when this is the case there is no 
reasonable excuse for such a service not 
being inaugurated. If there were a.ques- 
tion as to this, if there were a possibility, 
even, that an early afternoon fast train 


service would not pay from the very out- 


get, then there might be an excuse for the 
poor service which exists to-day. But no 
such possibility exists. The assertion is 
made, and when an early afternoon fast 
service is inaugurated the assertion will be 
proven, that every ore of these trains out 
of St. Louis, no matter on what road, 

ould be crowded. People from the out- 
fying territory will come to St. Louis if only 
given a chance to get home the same day, 
which, with the present service, they prac- 
tically do not. 

If doing business at long range is unsat- 
isfactory to the merchants; if St. Louis has 
been a transfer station long enough; 84 
better service is demanded by the people, 
and it can be furnished at no additional 


expense to the railroads, the service should 


be inaugurated without further delaf.

Steve O'Donnell, the Australian heavy- 
weight, who spars with Corbett on the road, 
intends to retire from the ring inside of the 
next four years in case he does not meet 
with defeat in the meantime.

If the public doesn’t wan: to 
see a man the clubs can't afford to give him 
a purse, and he soon drops back into ob- 
security. This tact is recalled by the mete- 
oric careers in the American prize ring of 
such Australians as Frank Slavin, Jim Hall, 


Joe Goddard, Billy Murphy and Abe WilHis. 
All were in great demand until their colors 
went down in defeat, but now, with the ex- 
ception of Hall, none of them could get a 
respectable purse. John L. Sullivan is 
about the only pugilist who will never fail 
to be a drawing card, although his active 
fighting career came to an end when Cor- 
bett triumphed over him. But Sullivan is 
different from all the rest. In hig there 
Was a scarcity of good men, and he was 
thought invincible. Long before he came to 
Australia we all had read or heard of his 
wonderful prowess, and the American esti- 
mate of his great ability as a fighter was 
shared by us. I have no doubt Sullivan's 
career in the ring had much to do with de- 
veloping pugilism in this country. In his 
early days there were no clubs, and big 
purses were unknown, but how different 
when Corbett defeated him. Corbett is the 
cleverest big man I have seen put up his 
hands, and I guess Peter Jackson is the best 
Australia has ever turned out. 1 don’t 
think Corbett was as good a man when he 
first fought Peter as he is now. Increasing 
years have not benefited Peter, and while 
he may as as ever, the fact that 
Corbett has improved since their draw can- 
not be denied. That’s why I think Jim 
should win if it were possible to get them to- 
gether. As between Corbett and Fitz, I 
think Jim will surely come out ontop. I say 
this because I think I can whip Fitz my- 
self, although at that he is no mark for any 
man that ever put up. his hands.“

CARLIGLE’S SCHEME. 

In the Post-Dispatch to-day the people 
of the West will get their first copy of 
the most important state paper pre- 
sented to Congress this year, Secretary 
Carlisle’s able exposition of his currency 
reform scheme which was so warmly 
commended in the President’s message. 

The scheme itself will be the chief 
topic of discussion in financial and po- 
litical circles for months to come.

tion, to transfer control over the volume 
of the paper currency from the people's 
representatives to the Money Power of 
Europe and America, and at the same 
time to divide Western and Southern 
voters with the promise of local bank 
currency inflation,

DALAWABB MORALS 


Though it has come to pass that many 
seats in the Senate of the United States 
are purchased, the present strife over 
the Senatorship in Delaware is so pecu- 
liar that it has an especial interest in 
connéction with senatorial purchases.

Plain as this seems to be, the present 
Senator, Mr. Higgins, who is a man of 
less means, is endeavoring to hold onto 
his seat and he and his friends, as well 
as several Republicans who want Mr. 
Higgins’ place as much as Addicks does, 
but who spent no considerable sums in 
the election, are crying out against the 
Addicks corruption and denouncing him 
as a sordid buyer of his fellow-beings. 
The question now is as to whether Mr. 
Higgins’ morals and those of the other 
candidates who are crying corruption 
are any better than those of the man 
who bought the votes which made it 
possible for any Reptblican to be chosen 
Senator. Some say that, if Addicks 
should be defeated, whoever is elected 
will be like unto @ receiver of stolen 
goods. He will plainly be the beneficiary 
of Mr. Addicks’ wickedness. 

Possibly a commission of United States 
Senators, after carefully considering 
this case, might arrive at a satisfactory 
conclusion. Ordinary people may say 
that the election should at once be de- 
clared null and void, but how can ordi- 
nary people be. expected to know how to 
judge in a great senatorial contest.

PROGRES} OF THE OHBSYENEES ARD 
ABAPAHOES HAS BEEN LOW. 


They Are Citizens in Meme Only acd Are 
Not Prepared for the Metemerphosis 
‘cf Stateheod—They Cling te Old Cus- 
toms, Though gurreunded by Whites 

~- Other Tribes. , 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—The con- 
dition of the Indians in Oklahoma Terri- 
tory, which was formerly a part of the 
Indian Territory, together with their ad- 
vancement or deterioration since the free 
admission of white men among them and 
the organization of the territory under 
Government control, will probably have 
considerable to do with the admission of 
the Indian Territory as a State, or the or- 
ganization of the territory directly under 
Government control. The state of affairs 
makes the recent reports from Indian 
Agents in Oklahoma of more than ordinary 
interest. Capt. A. E. Woodson, Fifth Cav- 
alry, acting agent at the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe Agency, says the progress of 
those tribes toward civilization has been 
slow. 

“Though declared to be citizens,” he said, 
they are so only in name; they were not 
at the time nor have they become so since 


allotments were taken. It is questionable 
policy whether all of the men should be 
eves the rights of citizenship conferred on 
he Indnan tribes that are not prepared for 
the metamorphosis in their condition that 
must ensue before they become prepared to 
exercise the same. They are not ready to 
cope with their more astute white nighbors 
and are of necessity greatly dependent on 
their agent for advice and protection. To 
him they bring all their grievances. Their 
almost daily tales of the white man’s impo- 
sition and injustice keep him busy in his 
efforts to adjust such matters satisfactorily 
to all concerned. The daily conflict of the 
white man’s laws with Indian habits and 
customs is puzzling to them in the extreme. 
They cannot understand why they may not 
have two wives, or why they may not take 
the property of a relative and use ft if they 
so desire, whether the owner consents or 
not.“ a 

He also states that the Indians have taken 
no interest in politics or cared to exer- 
cise the right of franchise. Although al- 
lotments are taken, the tribal relations are 
still maintained even though the lands 
have been allotted to them in 1 
The same old customs prevail, the same old 
superstitions and the belief in efficacy of 
medicine men, the same marital relations 
with plurality of wives and the same in- 
clination to idleness, with lack of thrift 
and industry. However, they are agreed 
on one point. Capt. Woodson says: The 
freedom from crimes among these Indians 
is remarkable. Although entirely sur- 
rounded and intermingled with whites, in- 
stances are rare wherein they have been 
guilty of criminal violation of existing 
statutes.“ 

At the Osage Agency, where there are 
1,556 Osages and 218 Kaws, Maj. H. B. Free- 
man, 16th Infantry, does not think there is 
much progress, although the Osages regard 
themselves as a great nation. He says: 
It does not seem as if these Indians had 
made much progress in civilization, if civil- 
ization means work and all that goes with 
it, it is doubtful if any ple would make 
much more if each individual were supplied 
with the means to supply their wants with- 
out personal effort on their part. Still, the 
Kaws do not seem to have done much bet- 
ter than the Osages in this respect, as they 
have very little money, yet one can find a 
Kaw who will work; an Osage never, volun- 
tarily.“ He says that crime, with the ex- 
ception of polygamy, is very rare, and adds 
that they submit without resistance to in- 
justice from their white neighbors. 

J. Woolsey, tn charge of the Ponca, 
Pawnee, Otoe and Oklahoma Agency, has 
a divided report, the different tribes vary- 
— The Poncas are making rapid progress, 
being good workers and in a fair way to be- 
come good citizens. The Pawnees do not 
do so well. The whites are thick about them 
and whisky is sold them. The Otoes are a 
little better, though very stubborn, and 
given to ghost-dancing. However, the agent 
has prevailed upon them to do considerable 
work. They are opposed to taking allot- 
ments. He reports very little moral im- 
provement. “It is true,” he says, that 
some of the more civilized and educated In- 
dians respect the holy ties, but a majority 
of them think no more of changing wives 
than they do of swapping ponies, some of 
them living with two or three different ones 
in one year.“ Mr. Woolsey reports a better 
state of things at the Oklahoma sub-agency, 
occupied by Tonkawa Indians. They have 
taken allotments and want their lands im- 
proved. They work themselves and lease 
their land to whites. There are only fifty- 
seven of them, all full-blood, not mixing 
with whites or other tribes. 

Edward Thoms, agent of the Sac and Fox 
Agency, makes a favorable report of the In- 
dians under his care. He sums them up in 
the following words: There has been a 
slow but very marked change for the better 
among all the Indians of this agency.

HIS CANDIDACY WOULD BE A GRATIF1- 
CATION OF STATE PRIDE. 


Four Insignificant Opponen’s in the Field 
~The Epigrammatic Statesman Saye 
That, Althouzh a Fourth Term Is Too 
Much te Desire, It Is also Too Much 
to Decline. 7 


TorpEKs, Kan., Dee. 1.—Throughout the 
campaign that ended ina Repubiican vic- 
tory in this State, John J, Ingalis declared 
that he would not be a candidate for the 
United States Senate—not now. But he has 
always left the inference that he will 
be a candidate to succeed Sena- 
tor Fetter, who defeated him four 
years ago. Outside influence, however, 
are beginning to have their effect, and now 
there is evidence of a decided sentiment in 
favor of the election of Ingalis at the com- 
ing session of the Legislature. 

This might not manifest iteelf if it 
were mot for the fact that Kansans are 
possessed of great local pride. While 
many of. those who now express a willing- 
ness to urge Ingalls election are not friend - 
ly to him personally, they believe that his 
election would be the best thing for the 
State, because with him in the Senate 
the State would be talked about. 

The four avowed candidates for the Senate 
are now engaged in an active campaign, 
whieh bids fair to become bitter and acri.- 
monious. None of them commands any en- 
thusiasm, and the election of any one of 
them would not give general satisfaction to 
Republicans. 

J. R. Barton, whois just now making the 
greatest splurge, is a young mare who hates 
Ingalls, but at the same time patterns after 
him in every possible way. He dresses 
like Ingalls, and in his political meth- 
ods es affects the manner of the 
Vituperative statesman out of a job, 
He is an interesting speaker, largely de- 
cause he is a good elocutionist and dramatic 
poser, as Ingajisis, It was he who said in 
the Republican State Convention in 1892: 
Our debts are evidences of our prosperity.’’ 
He is making a brass-baad campaign, but 
his following is apparently notof the kind 
that wins victories. 

Joseph W. Ady is recognized asa safe man. 
but ne lacks popularity. He is distant in 
manner, and, probably because he cannot 
call rural statesmen by their given names 
and ask them concerning their wives 
and babies, he hus been ac- 
cused of being cold and un- 
sympathetic. He was District Attorney 
during President Harrison’s Administraticn, 
and is recognized as one of the best lawyers 
inthe State. Hereceived the caucus nom!- 
nation for Senator two years ago, when 
there was no chance for the election of a 
Republican, but there was little opposition. 

Calvia Hood is a new light in politics, al- 
though he has lived in Kansas a quarter of a 
century. He was the business partner of the 
late Senator PlumD for many years es ow: 
ing to his great business ability, both Plumb 
and be became millionaires. During Plumb’s 
life he was satisfied to have Piumb take 
care of the politics of tre firm, while he 
confined his attention to business matters 
alone. After Plumb’s death he was elected a 
delegate-at-large to the Republican National 
Convention at Minmeapolis. and it was due to 
his influence there that seven of the Kansas 
delegation voted for McKinley. He isan old 
soldier with a good army reeord, and in 
Kansas this goes a long way. 

ihe fourth of the openly avowed candli- 
dates is A. W. Smith, whotwo years ago 
wasthe Republican nominee for Governor. 
He isa farmer, rough and unconath,and in 
the Senate he would out-Peffer Petter. But 
many of nis friends have been elected to the 
Legisiature and will vote for him, though 
there are few who seriously Delieve that he 
has the slightest chance. 

It is probable that before the entries are 
closed Chief Justice Albert H. Horton of the 
Kansas Supreme Court will be in the raée. 
He was a candidate in 1879 against Ingalis 
and came very near beating him. On the 
night before the election there were 
in attendance at a Horton caucus 
three more members of the Leg- 
islature than were necessary to 
elect, each pledged to vote for bim. The 
caucus adjourned at3o’elock in the morn- 
ing, and Horton went to bed certain that at 
noon he would be given the vote. While he 
was asleep Ingalls and his lenutenants en- 
gaged in missionary work to such good pur- 
pose that when the roll was called five of the 
Horton votes were cast for Ingalls. Charges 
of bribery were made and both Legislative 
und Senatorial investigations followed. Ihe 
Senate Committee found evidences of 
bribery, but not enough to have changed 
the result, and Ingalls was permitted 
to remain in hisseat. From that time un 
about two years ago, when they 
met in London. Ingalls and Horton 
were not on speaking terms, but now they 
have made up, and to all outward appear. 
ances are the best of friends, Should Horton 
enter the contest he would undoubtedly 
prove a formidable candidate. 

In an imterview ten days after the recent 
election Mr. Ingalls said: ‘*I have at preseat 
no purpose or inclination to return tothe 
public service in any capacity. lam not in- 
different to the honors, the rewards, the 
splendid incentives of public Ute, but I have 
had my day. I have no ambition that has 
not deen fully gratified, and the con- 
stituency that has supported me so long 
might justiy reproach me should I im- 
portupe them for further prefer ment. The 
unpretedeated honor of a toarth term in the 
Senate isa distinction tnat no man could 
have the hardinood to ask~—nor the temerity 
to decline. 

If, as now seems certain, the candidates 
for the Senate should become involved in a 
warfare that will be long draw out, the un- 
dercurrent in favor of Ingalls will come 
to the surface and nis election 
will be among the imminent _ proba- 
bilities. If he is not a candidate 
of bis own Volition he will be by the action of 
his friends and admirers, and unless one of 
the others now in the. held should develop 
unlooked for strength he may be in the con- 
test even before the Legislature meets.

Custom Requires the Member Whe Has 
Seen Most, Servies te Administer ihe 
Oath te the Newly Elected Speaker—

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1—Owing to 
havoc ereated by the late election with 
many of the old-time members of the 
House of Representatives the title ot 
“Father of the House” in the Fifty-fourth 
Congress will doubtless devolve upon Rep- 
resentative David B. Culberson of Texas. 
Mr. O'Neill of Pennsylvania is dead: Mr. 
Holman and Mr. Bland of Missouri are 
among the defeated. The title has no in- 
trinsic value; but to be known as the old- 
est cOntinuous member of a great body 
like the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives is after all, an honor to be proud 
of. To Mr. W. Tyler Page, a young man 
who has spent nearly fourteen years as 


Clerk of the House, who has made an ex- 
haustive research among the annals of 
Congress on this subject, the Post-Dispate 
correspondent is indebted for an interest- 
ing history of men who bore the title of 
“Father of the House“ from the earliest 
1 first 

was ven, according to Mr. P . 
to — 4 pS — of North Carolina, who 
serv nm fourteen consecutive Congresses, 
from Dee. 4, 1815, to Feb. 23, 1842, and like 
his succegsor, Mr. O'Neill, died in the har- 
ness. It was said of him, he receiv * 
universal consent the title of Father of 
the House, and een childless, his Con- 
E E i. ities doubtiese often 
nore than filled his parental anxieties.” 
He came in possession of the title in the 
Twenty-third Congress, and from that 
tim? until his death administered the oath 
to five Speakers—once to Speaker Steven- 
son, twice to Speaker Polk and once each 

o Speakers Hunter and White. 

Prior to the Eighteenth Congress the 
oath was not at all times administered to 
the Speaker by the oldest member in point 
of service. As a matter of course, the cus! 
tom could not have been established much 
earlier than it was, owing to the fact that 
not a sufficient number of Congresses had 
existed to give any one member the oppor- 
tunity for long service. The act of June l, 
1789, regulating the time and manner of ad- 
ministering. certain ocaths, rovided that 
the oath to support the Constitution should 
be administe to the Speaker y any 
member of the House, and left it to the 
discretion of the House or the Speaker- 
elect to select any member for that pur- 
pose. In the First Congress Speaker Muhl- 
enberg was sworn in” by the Chief Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of New York, 
who attended the session in response to an 
invitation of the House. 

From the Second to the Tenth Con ses 
this duty was performed by a different 
member each time, except in the case of 
Joseph H. Nickolson of Maryland, who ad- 
ministered the oath to Speaker Macon in 
the Bighth and Ninth Congresses, But in 
no case was the privilege accorded because 
of seniority of service. But — the 
Speaker selected the member whom he de- 
sired to confer an honor upon; or it may 
have been in the first four Congresses that 
the members were selected because of their 
judicial qualifications. Samuel Livermore, 
who acted for Speaker Trumbull in the 
Second Congress, being at one time Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of New 
Hampshire; Theodore Sedgwick, who ad- 
ministered the oath to Speaker Muhlen- 
berg at his second election in the Third 
Coneress, haying served on the Supreme 
Bench of Massachusetts. Isaac Smith had 
just left the Supreme Bench of New Jer- 
sey to come to the Fourth Congress, ad- 
ministered the oath to Speaker Dayton; 
and when the latter was re-elected by the 
Fifth Congress Theophilus Bradbury: of 
Massachusetts rformed the goo al- 
though Phillip Van Cortlandt of New York 
had served in one more Congress and con- 
tinued to serve until the Tenth Congress, 
fourteen years in all.

Mr. Phelps 
served eighteen years in all. 

In the Thirty-eighth Congress Mr. Wash- 
burn ceased to act as substitute, and in his 
own right administered the oath to Speaker 
Colfax twice and to Speaker Blaine on his 
first installation. He was absent when the 
Fortieth Congress convened, and his suc- 
cessor, ex-Senator Dawes, performed the 
duty of Speaker Colfax. Mr. Washburn’s 
servce closed at the end of eighteen years. 

Ex-Senatcr Dawes came next, with seven 
terms, when he was called upon to swear 
in Speaker Blaine in the Forty-second Con- 
gress, and performed the same service for 
that departed statesman again in the 
Forty-second Congress, which completed 
eighteen years in the House. He then went 
to the. ate and served the people of 
Massachusetts another eighteen years, 
making thirty-six consecutive years in Con- 
gress, one year less then Nathaniel Macon, 

The veteran, Wm. E. Kelley, or Pig Iron” 
Kelley, 1s he was called, took on the mantle 
in the Forty-fourth Congress and retained 
the title of Father of the House“ through 
seven consecutive Congresses, and had just 
entered on his eighth term in that exalted 

osition, when his life went out. Although 

e was several years the junior of Thomas 
Newton, in point of service, he was Father 
of the House for a longer period than any 
of the “‘Fathers’’ that preceded him. In his 
intensely dramatic manner he read the 
oath of office to eight Speakers in a deep, 
rich bass voice that was audible in the re- 
motest corner of the hall and always made 
the formal and perfunctory installation of 
a presiding officer an occasion of great 
dignity, beginning with Speaker Kerr in the 
Forty-fourth Congress; then Randall, his 
fellow townsman, in the Forty-fifth; Keifer 
in the Forty-seventh, Carlisle in the Forty- 
eighth, Forty-ninth and Fiftieth, and end- 
ing with Reed in the Fifty-first Congress. 
His term of service extended from July 4, 
1861, to Januury 9, 1890, continuously—a 
period of twenty-eight years, six months 
and three days. The death of Judge Kelley 
did not -leprive Philadelphia of the honor 
of furnishing the House with a “Father, 
for ex-Speaker Randall inherited the title, 
but did not live to exercise the privileges 
it granted him. At the time of Mr. Kelley's 
death, Mr. Randall himself was at death's 
door, lingering until April 13, 1890. Mr. 
Randall’s career remained unbroken from 
December 7. 1863, to his death twenty-six 
years and four months later. After him 
came Mr. O'Neill and Judge Holman, to be 
succeeded in their turn by Judge Culberson,

They Have Secured Several Wit- 
nesses of the Train Tragedy. 


TRE CONDUCTOR KILLED BY A CROWD OF 
RUEFIANS WHO ARE KNOWN, 


Preliminary Hearing of These First Sus- 
pected at Fort Werth—What Myre. 
Hugh Hagan Saw—H. O. Spellman ef 
Wichita Will Cerreberate Her Stery 

' _Conducter Brown Kilied While Try- 
fag te Make Peace. 


F. A. Peck, General Superintendent of 
the Iron Mountain Railroad, who was with 
Division Superintendent W. J. McKee of 
the same rodd when the latter was arrested 
at Fort Smith, Ark., a short time ago 
charged with the murder of Pullman Con- 
ductor Brown, returned to the city last night 
after an extended trip over the road. 
When Mr. McKee was arrested Mr. Peck 
accompanied him to the Court-house and 


retained the law firm of Rogers & Oglesby 
to defend him, and also arranged for his 
being admitted to bail. The preliminary 
hearing of Mr. McKee, together with that 
of Trainmaster J. „ Walsh and a man 
named Foster of Medina, O., brother- in- 
law of McKee, both of whom were with the 
latter in the private car directly behind the 
sleeper of which Brown had charge, also 
both colored porters of the private car and 
the porter of the Pullman car, all of whom 
have been arrested, charged with being im- 
plicated in the murder, comes‘ off at Fort 
Smith this afternoon. The railroad offi- 
cials express themselves as confident that 
the evidence produced at the trial will result 
in the complete acquittal of any officer of 
their road as being implicated in the crime. 


FOUND ALL TBE WITNESSES. 

To the end that all the evidence possible 
that will tend to throw any light upon the 
crime may be introduced at the preliminary 
hearing, the railroad company has made 


strenuous efforts to locate every passenger 
who was in the Pullman sleeper of which 
Brown had 5 on the night of the mur- 
der and induce them to appear at the hear- 
ing and tell what they know. In this Super- 
intendent Peck says that they have been 
eminently successful, and that one of these 
passengers, together with all of the train 
crew who were on that particular train, 
will be at Fort Smith to-day to submit their 
testimony. 

The most intportant witness is said to be 
a woman named Mrs. Hugh Hagan, who is 
said to be the woman who made such a 
startling statement on an M., K. & T. 
train a few hours after the murder. She 
claimed to have been a passenger in the 
ear directly ahead of the Pullman of which 
Brown had charge, and that she had seen 
the latter killed on the platform of his car 
by one of a party of men who had started 
a fight in the car which she was in, and 
had adjourned to the rear platform to con- 
tinue it. Brown, she said, was shot by one 
of these men while trying to quell the dis- 
turbance. 

At the time she told this story she was on 
her way to Denison, Tex., to visit her daugh- 
ter, at which place she was located, and 
persuaded to return to Fort Smith to testi- 
fy to the truth of her story.
